The Start

the sky. There was plenty of 
noise too with shells bursting 
overhead. Finally a ground dis- 
play read “Happy New Year” and 
everyone trooped inside to con- 
tinue the festivities. 
The Venues 
There were more than 20 acts 
and activities taking place in five 


venues. The main site was the 
Community Center, but revelers 
fanned out to the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre, the Arts Center and the 
New Deal Café for other action. 
The teens had their own party in 
the Youth Center. 

In the Community Center, the 
Trinidad & Tobago Steel Band 


started up as partygoers donned 


hats and leis to help them get in 
the mood. Down the hall, 
KayDee Puppets entertained a 
roomful of children. In another 
room, ‘the Goddard Storytellers

Jaime Whitfield Is Popular 
2nd Grade Teacher at Greenbelt

This ts only her second year 
of teaching, but Jaime Whitfield 
is excited as the school year be- 
gins at Greenbelt Elementary and 
she prepares her second grade 
classroom for 24 new students. 
During the first week of classes 
many of her students from the 
previous year came back to greet 
her and to ask to be in her room 
again, “No. No.” she exclaimed. 
“You have to go to third grade

now!” They went obediently, but 
often return in the morning on 
their way to their new classroom. 
Jaime Whitfield bonds with her 
kids, and they with her. So it’s 
no surprise that they are reluctant 
to move on. 

There’s a lot to do to prepare 
for each day’s lesson. Whitfield 
arrives at school early to complete 
her preparation for the day’s les- 
sons. A long line at the school’s 
only operable copy machine 
means she will spend her 20- 
minute breaks and her 30-minute 
lunch copying or laminating. Be- 
cause the school has no art 
teacher, she has to gather materi- 
als for that day’s art project. 

When the student teacher she 
had until the end of October com- 
mented that she seemed to fre- 
quently miss eating lunch, 
Whitfield replied, “That’s okay. I 
have a lot to do.” 

Her busy schedule was espe- 
cially complicated because she 
was also planning her wedding at 
the end of the second week of 
school. She would be on her 
honeymoon for one week, and ev- 
erything had to be ready for the 


substitute teacher. 

A product of the Prince 
George’s County school system 
herself, Whitfield attended Mar- 
tin. Luther King Middle School 
and graduated from Laurel High 
School. She received her degree 
in elementary education from 
Bowie State. At the end of her 
first year at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary, she had job offers to trans- 
fer to Anne Arundel County, 
which offered her more money. 

But Whitfield is committed to 
Prince George’s County. ‘“Some- 
one was here to teach me,” she 
remarks, “and I want to be here 
for others. Money isn’t every- 
thing, ” she adds. “My heart 
must be in Prince George’s 
County.” 

Whitfield likes Greenbelt El- 
ementary and praises principal 
Katherine Curl. She remembers 
Curl saying to her during her 
initial interview, ““We have some 
challenging children here.” She 
appreciates Curl’s honesty and 
understanding nature. “She’s 
there for you when you need 
her,” Whitfield reflects.

Significant movement, though no 
final decisions, were made. affecting 
key parks in the city at its regular 
council meeting on Monday, De- 
cember 18. Council approved most 
of the building plans for restrooms 
at the lake park and agreed to draw 
up a resolution to add a further 
layer of protection to Greenbelt’s 
largest park. Council also imple- 
mented a program to reduce false 
alarms, discussed a car sharing pro- 
posal, and put on hold plans to re- 
organize the Department of Public 
Works. (Other council actions at 
this meeting that lasted until 1:30 in 
the morning have been reported in 
separate stories.) 

Potties in the Park 

Plans for restrooms in the 
“Buddy” Attick Lake Park were 
once again looked at by Council. 
As a result of discussion at a 
worksession in March and at a 
regular meeting in October, council 
had reached a consensus that there 
should be a restroom facility in the 
park located near the parking lot. 
The facility is planned to be two 
separate buildings connected by a 
courtyard and roof. It is intended 


to adequately serve the needs of 


park users on typical days; it is not 
planned to be large enough for spe- 


cial occasions, such as the 4th of 


July fireworks. 
At the October meeting, the

council decided it did not like the 
architect’s proposed building mate- 
rial — split faced : concrete ma- 
sonry block. This is the material 
used at the restrooms in Schrom 
Hills Park and is a low mainte- 
nance material. 

City staff presented council with 
six plans for the facade of the 
building. After some discussion 
council voted 4 to | in favor of a 
facade of mainly stone with sec- 
tions of wood. Councilmember 
Thomas White said he preferred a 
facade of stone with sections of 
asphalt shingle because he thought 
it was the lowest maintenance con- 
struction. 

Council will decide on a roof- 
ing material at a later date. City 
staff will look into a new building 
material that looks like wood but is 
more durable. 

Conserving Parkland 

Council unanimously moved to 
begin work on adding a further 
layer of protection on the city’s 
largest piece of parkland. The 
wooded area between Ridge Road 
and the Baltimore- Washington 
Parkway is about 200 acres in size 
and is used for passive recreation. 
The three parcels, Parcel 1, Parcel 
2, and the 72 acre surplus school 
board property were acquired by 
the city about 10 years ago. A 
proposal put forth in~ 1987 to de-

Laurel Hill Laundry Room 
Erupts in Nightime Fire

A fire extensively damaged the 
home of Philip Larkin and family 
at 12A Laurel Hill Road shortly af- 
ter midnight on January 3. The 
family was ,ajerted by a smoke de- 
tector and smelled smoke in the 
laundry room area. They were able 
to get out of the house safely as 
were the families in the other three 
houses in the row. There were no 
injuries. However, there was total 
loss of personal property in 12A. 
There was also smoke damage and 
a hole in the roof of 12B. 

To get out of the cold, families 
in the entire ‘row went to the 
homes of neighboring families. Ac- 
cording to Greenbelt Fire Chief 
Randy Krob, a blocked up dryer in 
the laundry room caught fire. The 
fire extended into the room and a 
little bit of the fire extended into 
the first floor living room, then 
went up the outside wall into the 
bathroom and the attic. 

Eyewitness Earl Kepler of 14 
Court Laurel Hill Road looked out 
his second story window and could 
see flames shooting out of the roof. 
Flames were also reflected on his 
bedroom wall. “There was lots of 
smoke,” he said. Kepler and his 
neighbors in 14 Court, Karl Hille 
and Bernie Cullinan commended 
the Greenbelt Fire Department for 
their prompt arrival and profes- 
sional job of putting the fire out. 

Because of the nearness of the 
power lines, they had to wait a few 





minutes to make sure the electric- 
ity was off, then put the fire out 
quickly. 

Greenbelt’s Fire Department 
was the first department on the 
scene and had put the fire down in 
10 minutes according to Chief - 
Krob. Most of the damage was 
done to 12A, Krob said, but there 
was also damage to 12B. Other 
fire departments on the scene were 
from Berwyn Heights, Branchville, 
West Lanham Hills, Glenn Dale, 
_and a unit from Bladensburg. 

According to Gretchen 
Overdurff, manager of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), a maintenance. 
man was sent to spend the entire 
night at 12A. First thing in the 
morning GHI workers boarded up 
the building so that it was secure 
at all times. An insurance adjuster 
was called in. Further information 
will be forthcoming.

It was obvious to anyone in 3 
and 5 Courts Laurel Hill as to 
who was boss. Tail upright, he 
patrotied these townhouses’ day 
and night to keep other. cats, 
dogs, and people in line. One of 
his stops involved checking my 
patio doors to see that my three 
indoor cats knew who rules. 

Many people enjoyed Blackie’s 
antics. Until this Christmas Eve. 
I returned from vacation to learn 
that Blackie had met the same 
fate as my cat Tish-Tish in 1987 
— he had entered the growing 
ranks of the Greenbelt disap- 
peared. 

Like all those who lose these 
family members mysteriously, we 
are left to search and guess.

Whitfield has ambitions to take 
more college courses next year 
and eventually to become an el- 
ementary school principal herself. 

Whitfield’s goals for the year 
include helping the students write 
well, use complete sentences 
when they speak, and become 
more “strategic” readers. She 
emphasizes summarizing what 
has been read, predicting what 
will happen in a story from the 
photographs, and reviewing the 
sounds of vowels and consonants. 

Desks 

The children’s desks are ar- 
ranged in groups of five so that 
those with more abilities in a cer- 
tain area can help others. “Often 
chil@ren can explain to each other 
something that is more easily un- 
derstood than if an adult ex- 
plained it,” she says. 

Volunteers would be most wel- 
come in Whitfield’s classroom. 
“Some children are not doing 
their homework,” she notes, “and 
I need someone to help them.” 
For those who don’t complete 
their assignments, she takes them 
outside with her during recess 
and makes them finish. But she 
is not happy about doing that as 
she feels children need time to 
play and restore their energies. 

This year’s expeditionary 
learning project is focusing on 
multiculturalism.. As ‘part of the 
overall theme, second graders 
will be studying family traditions. 
Whitfield would like someone to 
come into her classroom and talk 
about holidays celebrated by dif- 
ferent nationalities and ethnic 
groups. 

She would also love to have a 
volunteer talk to the children 
about any aspect of the nature 
theme. Last. year a parent dis- 
cussed different kinds of rocks 
with the students. . Other topics 
might be flowers, herbs, butter- 
flies, birds. Math tutors ‘also are 
needed. She tries to encourage 
students who are frustrated. and 
feel they can’t do sométfiing as 
easily as other students. | |. 

Whitfield recognizes that not 
all children come from ideal 
homes. 
the children. I have to be their 
role model,” she says. “Children 
need a lot of reinforcement and a 
lot of structure. Parents are 
working hard and don’t always 
have time to give,” she notes. 
Gesturing about the room, she 
says, “This is a child’s comfort 
zone.” Whitfield is particularly 
sympathetic to the struggles of 
working parents, coming from a 
single-parent household herself.

velop the then privately owned Par- 


cel | sparked a political firestorm of 


opposition to the proposal, then the 
city acquired the parcels. 

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
suggested at a recent meeting that 
as part of the millennium cel- 
ebration year the city take action 
to preserve the city’s greenbelt. 
The city staff researched the idea 
of land conservation easement. 
Staff recommended against an 
easement because it is usually 
used in relation to private prop- 
erty; its perpetual nature means 
future city councils are restricted 
in their decision making ability 
toward these lands, which a 
council cannot do; and the 
workload required is heavy. 

Roberts said he would like to 
see “any kind of mechanism that 
Says this is a property that 
shouldn’t be developed.” He 
asked staff to see if a super ma- 
jority requirement could be put 
in place; that a council vote of 4 
out of 5 be required to make de- 
cisions on this parkland. City 
staff was directed to draw up a 
resolution that will be discussed 
at an upcoming council meeting 
that defines the parkland area, 
envisions its use as parkland and 
develops a management plan. 

Reducing False Alarms 

A program to reduce residential 
false alarms was approved by 
council. It will start with a six- 
month phase that emphasizes edu- 
cation and outreach to the public. 
This should give the public time 
to learn about the program and 
work on system operation prob- 
lems that may cause false alarms. 
Staff will report back to council in 
six months. 

Two years ago the council es- 
tablished a false alarm reduction 
program. The emphasis had been 
on reducing false alarms in non- 
residential systems and there has 
been a 54% reduction in these 
types of false alarms. 

Car Sharing 

Council decided to have a 
worksession on the idea of car 
sharing and have city staff go to 
Green Ridge House to talk about 
the issue. The idea of a group of 
people having joint access to one 
or more vehicles so a person has 
use of a car part time had been 
put forward as a possible solution 
to parking problems at Green 
Ridge House. City staff re- 
searched the issue and prepared a 

booklet. 

. This is an idea that should be 
explored seriously, said 
councilmember Alan Turnbull. He 
felt that the full onus should not 
be put on Green Ridge House 
residents to get a pilot program 
going. 

However Roberts said that the 
program is supposed to address 
the parking needs at Green Ridge 
House.

Marriott Residence Inn Plan Okayed by Council

At its December 18 regular 
meeting the Greenbelt City 
Council approved a detailed site 
plan for a Marriott Residence 
Inn at the Golden Triangle. 

Brentwood Hotels recently 
purchased the 3.5l-acre parcel 
of land and plans to build a 
120-guest-room hotel and one- 
story gatehouse with on-site 
parking. The development, 
which is located at the end of 
the Golden Triangle Drive adja- 
cent to the Courtyard by 
Marriott, will total 92,757 
square feet. A Brentwood Ho- 
tels representative attended the 
meeting to explain the purpose 
of the planned extended-stay 
hotel. 

Mayor Judith Davis said she 
agreed that Greenbelt needs an 
extended-stay facility. 

“It fits a different niche than 
the other hotels we have,” 
Davis said. “It’s for a long- 
term stay for families, business 
people and people who are re- 
locating.” 

Earlier, in February 1998, 
the city had approved a site 
plan for a 61,400 sq. ft., 140- 
unit hotel on the property. But 
in response to concerns raised 


by city staff and the Advisory 
Planning Board, a revised Site 
plan was submitted to improve 
pedestrian circulation, landscap- 
ing and traffic patterns. The 
owner has agreed to provide a 
two-foot high landscaping bed 
at the base of an 8 by 2 foot 
monument sign for the hotel. 

The owner has also agreed 
to enter into a formal easement 
agreement with the city for a 
future pedestrian/bicycle over- 
pass at Kenilworth Avenue. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens gave his personal ap- 
proval to the plan just before 
council formally approved the 
detailed site plan. “Marriott 
has a reputation as a good qual- 
ity chain,” Putens said. “We 
welcome you.”
